Doe 
then robs Jimmy of his watch and 
money, steals his girl and starts for 
Canada in Jimmy’s ear. 

The car blows a tire, rolls in a 
ditch and burns up with the oceu- 
pants. Jimmy wakes up next morn- 
ing to learn from the papers that 
he has committed a murder and that 
his charred body has been identified 
by his wrist watch. Jimmy leaves 
town. 

His money gone and on the verge 
of starvation, Jimmy faints in front 
of a small house where “Auntie” and 
her niece, Peggy, have a children’s 
health farm. Jimmy recovers and 
stays on the farm where a warm at- 
tachment springs up between him

Budgie, a tipsy 
brunette and Magee, a_ reporter. 
Jimmy resents their presence and 
Goldie, the worse for drinks, replies 
to Jimmy’s insulting mumbling 
against Budgie and Magee:

JIMMY: Friends nothing. No- 
body’s got friends.

DOC: (Blearily) That ain’t right. 

JIMMY: (Belligerently) What 
isn’t right? 

DOC: Ever’thing ... ain’t right. 

JIMMY: Listen here, Doe. Wood! 
Supposed to be my manager, are’nt 
you? But T’ve got your number. 
You want my girl and you’d take 
her if you could get away with it. 
You’d take my roll. You’d take my 
watch. 

DOC: (Wheedlingly) I wouldn’t 
do that. 

JIMMY: Sure you would 
everybody would. 

MAGEE: You don’t believe there 
is such a thing as loyalty — friend- 
ship? 

JIMMY: Nobody does anything 
unless there’s something in it. If 
you do, you’re a sucker. 

MAGEE: Except your mother... 

JIMMY: (Sarecastically) There’s 
a laugh. My mother. My dear old 
mother. Did*you hear my radio 
speech?

The simplest way to do this is to run some metal 


through the casting box before the mat is inserted. 


The mats should be heated before trying to make a 
cast, in order to dry out any moisture that may have 
been absorbed from the air. Unless the mats are dried

REPORTER COLUMN 


The inquiring reporter stunt is 
an exceptionally good one for creat- 
ing interest in your attraction by 
word-of-mouth advertising. It also 
lends itself very appropriately to 
“The Life of Jimmy Dolan.” 

If your local newspaper is already 
using this daily feature, try to get 
the paper to have the inquiring re- 
porter ask this question: 

“IF YOU WERE A DETECTIVE, 
WOULD YOU ARREST A MAN 
WHO COMMITTED AN _ ACCI- 
DENTAL CRIME, IF YEARS 
LATER YOU FOUND HIM TO BE 
LEADING AN HONORABLE 
LIFE?” 

If possible, use small photographs 
of the people whose opinions are 
published. 


Be sure the introductory para- 


graph in the Inquiring Reporter 
Column gives full credit to your 
theatre, the picture, playdate, to- 


gether with the announcement about 
the free tickets to be awarded to 
each person whose answer is pub- 
lished. The introductory paragraph 
should point out that the question 
has been inspired by a situation in 
“The Life of Jimmy Dolan,” star- 
ring Douglas Fairbanks, Jr. and Lo- 
retta Young. 


WORD CONTEST FROM 
PICTURE’S TITLE 


The title, “The Life of Jimmy 
Dolan,” lends itself to the Word 
Building Contest, in which contest- 
ants are to submit lists of four 
letter words composed of the let- 
ters taken from the title. No let- 
ter is to be used oftener in each 
word, than it appears in the title. 


The best way of advertising this 
contest is by means of heralds, as 
was similarly done by James F. 
Lunsford, assistant manager of the 
Palace Theatre, Phoenix, Arizona. 
He printed the details of the contest 
on the back page of his herald. 
offering theatre passes to persons 
building up the most words from the 
title of his attraction. 


All this stunt costs is the giving 
away of several passes. It insures 
the reading of your theatre herald 
by all those who receive them. 

Heralds should be used, only if 
you are unable to get your local 
newspaper to co-operate with you 
in this contest. Editors in the past 
have gone for this type of news- 
paper tie-up when passes to the 25 
winners were offered as prizes. 


GO IN STRONG FOR 
OUTDOOR POSTING 


The poster paper designed for 
“The Life of Jimmy Dolan” adver- 
tises the picture with striking ef- 
fect. With longer day-time hours 
now prevalent. during the summer 
months, outdoor advertising on this 
picture is bound to get a lot of at-

Suggest this contest to your local 
newspaper editor as a daily feature 
of his paper to run for six or seven 
days in advance, or even current, 
with the picture’s playdate at your 
theatre.

Spread 
seven layers evenly on buttered 
and floured shallow jelly tins. 


Bake in a moderate oven for 
eight minutes. For filling use:

1% cups sugar 

% |b. sweet chocolate 
38 tbs. cold water 

% tbs. butter 


1 ts. vanilla 
Melt chocolate with water in 
double boiler. Mix eggs and 


sugar, add to chocolate, cook un- 
til thick, stirring constantly. Re- 
move from stove, add butter, stir 
until melted. Then add vanilla. 
Beat until cool and just stiff 
enough .to spread easily. Spréad 
between layers, over top and 
sides.
